WERE TO ATTEND COURT 



Two men were kill.'tl nt the Belvidere 
street crossing of the Chicago, North 
Shore nnd MiUvnukeo Electric railroad 
in Wnukegan Mondtiy morning when 
their automobile was struck by a north- 
bound limited train Roing 40 to 50 miles 
an hour. The auto, a broken mass of 
twisted steel and iron, was Hurled 50 
feet into the ditch on the west side of 
the tracks' 

The narndS are: Dr. W. H. Strang, 
Eichmond, III., Attorney Joseph Lang, 
also of Uichniond. 

The accident occurred shortly afterO 
o'clock, the limited train being dlie ut 
the E'lison street station at 9:12 a. m. 
Mr. Lang expired just as he was car- 
ried into the hospital at 9:-i5 a. m. Dr. 
Strang died three quarters of . an hour 
later. Both passed away without hav- 
ing regained consciousness. 

AXfl Helander, a Waukegan jitney 
driver, claims to have been a witness 
to the accident. He resides on Belvi- 
dere street about 100 feet from the 

street car tracks. 

"I was looking out the window at the 
time the crash took place.*' he said. 
**I heard the limited train approaching 
and my attention was attracted by the 
scraping of the brakes. The uuio had 
*^M!3Ched»a.point about midway between 
the tracks when I looked out the win 
dow. The street cur was only a few 
feet away. The next moment the 
crash took place. It looked to me as if 
only the front part of the automobile 
was on the tracks when the cur crashed 
into it. 

"My wife and I both hurried out. 
We found the two men who had been 
in the automobile lying in the middle of 
the south-bound track about 100 feet 
from the point where their machine 
struck. 

"1 called for a physician and ambul- 
ance at once. By chat time several 
people had gathered and we tried to do 
what we could for the two victims be- 
fore the ambulance arrived. It looked 
to us as if one of the men had been 
had been kilted instuntly. 

Attorney Lang was carried into the 
corridor of the hospital. He was just 
breathing hfs last and died before he 
could be taken to the operating room. 
Dr. Strang was removed to the operat 
ing room where he was attended by 
Drs. Foley and Knight. 

An examination revealed the fact 
that he had Buffered a very serious 
fracture at the base of the skull. This 
fracture laid his head open nearly all 
the way up the back. The surgeons 
realized there wasn't one chance in ten 
thousand of saving his life but did all 
that medical science could do to save 
the victim's life. In spite of ull that 
was, done the victim passed away at

All doubt as to the disposition of the 
575,000 in funds htld in county abeyance 
by County Superintendent of Schools 
T. A. Simpson, pending further advices 
from the state department as to the 
constitutionality of the tuition law 
passed by the state legislature in 1915.

WILL MEET IN CHICAGO 
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Harvest and Peace 



Better milk marketing without the 
costly milk strikes of the past few- 
months will be striven ft.r by milk pro- 
ducers from all important marketing 
sections of the United States in the 
first national meeting of milk producers 
to be held in ChicuKo, Tuesday, Dec.- 5, 
according to a call issued by the Milk 
Producers' association of the Chicago 
district, an organizaticn that won the 
milk strike a few months ago and forc- 
ed the big dealers to come to terms, 
ha'i issued the call. Some twelve thous- 
and raw milk producers of northern Il- 
linois, southern Wisconsin and northern 
Indiana make up this organization, 
which is taking the initiative in bring- 
ing together the representatives of 
other big producing districts. 

The meeting to lie held under the aus- 
pices of the National Conference on 
Markfts nnd farm credits, which holds 
its fourth annual gilthering at the hotel 
Sherman, Chicngo, Dec. '1-9. Delegaies 
from fJew England, California, New 
York. Ohio, Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Misbouri will be present. Two dele- 
gati's vyill reoresent Lake county. 

"The production and distribution of 
whole milk is undergoing a remarkable * 
transformation/' says the call issued by 
the board of directors of the Milk Pro-/- 
ducers' association.- "The milK pro- 
ducers of America are finding them- 
selves forced to quit the business in: 
large numbers on account of high pro* 
duction costs involving land values arid 
higher labor charges, higher costs of 
feeds and sanitary requirements. This 
condition leaves two alternative for the 
milk producers in areas close to large 
cities. They must either reorganize 
their methods of producing and distrib- 
uting their milk, or they must go out of 
business and leave to the farmers o£,' 
the most distant sections the task of 
supplying the centers The latter 
course would work a great hardship 
upon thousands of milk producers, and^ 
we believe, ia unnecessary if the pro- 
du -tion and distribution of milk were 
placed upon a real efficiency basis. 

"Milk producers must, therefore, 
take upon themselves the working Out 
of H fair a"d equitable method for col- 
lective sales for. their milk. They must 
also work to secure contract prices that 
range over a longer period than the 
customary six months contract."

What lover of tbe garden is Uicre 
who has not every year faced with 
more or less treiddatlon the question 
of putting the garden In Us overCoat, 
or, to be more In lino with the bronddlc 
exprcsshm of tho years. Into winter 
quarters? 

Getting around In tho spring to And 
cherished plants dead and withered 
Is like cotning Lack to the home town 
to get tidings that old friends have 
died. There Is more or less eiui)tlness 
In the proceeding. 

These troubles may be avoided with 
a little thought. In .Vovember and De- 
cember when the groimd has been 
slightly frozen, the garden may bo 
sufely put Into winter quarters. 

Many plants do not require much at- 
tention or protection, and others which 
need some protection will be killed 
with too nmch coddling. 

There Is something appeallngly hu- 
man about liowers that makes them 
follow Individual typos and prefer- 
ences. 

Almost nil rosebushes will go 
through winter nicely If earth Is 
thrown up around them to the depth of 
nearly a foot Just before the ground 
freezes. A few Inches of leaves or 
manure must he added to the fcTound 
after the freezing weather sets In. 

Tea roses In the North will not stand 
much cold, and It Is best to place them 
In pots and set tlieni In u cool cellar. 
Many of the tea rosos will bloom all 
winter If kept In a moderately warm 
room. The rambler roses will gene- 
rally go through Uie winter without 
protection. In tbe Insliuicos of Uie 
newer climbers, which miiy be hurt, It 
Is a good plan to lay them Hut on the 
earth and cover with a foot of earth 
us a matter of Insurance. 

New Iluddlelus, or summer lilacs 
can bo treated Just like the roses. They - 
will be killed hack, to he sure, but If 
(hoy Iiave been well protected with 
earth thoy will make a (pilck start In 
tbe coming sr)ring and by the end of 
July will be In bloom again, aiany a 
time people have dug up tlie routs 



thinking thorn dead, when all In the 
world they wanted was to be let alone. 
lUiododenrlrons are often winter- 
killed. In many cases they die I)ecauKe 
they gut too much attention. Mound 
up leaves around them, the higher the 
better, ilrst welting tbe ground thor- 
oughly. Sun-seald, which causes much 
damage, can be avoided by setting up ' 
boards to tbe south of Uio valuable 
specimens. Straw mats, or mats made 
from burliip bags' will i)r(»tect Kngllsh 
Ivy. Kuouymous vegeta, the handsome 
new climber which Is being largely 
substituted for .Kngllsh Ivy, does not 
Keeni to need any protection In any sec- 
Uon. 

The perennial beds would not require 
nny protection If snow would only fall ^^ 
lit the beginning of the «fttiiitwwmdJHav/»^^ 
until .spring. ^^ 

The alternate freezing and thawing ' 
does the mischief. INdulvs. Gcnnan ' 
iris, phlox and popples of tin; Oriental 
type really need no cnveilng. Their 
roots are strong. A llglit overcoat of 
leaves, straw or pine bi)uglis, however 
Is good for many of the pi rennlals. A 
heavy blanket will not permit ventlla. 
tlon. 

Some of tho Ihiest perennlalK, like 
Japanese anemones and tritomu ure 
sensitive to cold and are safest In a 
colli cellar. If ci.v«.red with straw and 
protected from slan.ling water, i.an- 
Hlos, Lnglish daisies and forget-me- 
nots will generally stand the winter 
nicely.

HE PROVINCK of Kuangsl, 
South China, was, originully 
the home of unclVlUzca trlhia 
cnllod by the Chinese "wild 
nien," nnd their homos "barbarism 
caves." These aboriginal tribesmen 
ore scattered freely through nearly all 
parts of the province, but occupy prin- 
cipally the great north and northwest 
sections. 

If -we -draw a line across the map 
just west of Kuellln in the north and 
Nanking In the south, wo will And that 
with the exception of Lungchow on 
the Annamese border, by far the great- 
er half of the .province has no CHtab- 
llshed Christian work whatever. In 
this neglected region there are numer- 
ous walled clUes, market towns and 
villages, all teeming with human life. 
The great majority of the Inhabitants 
of those vast regions are aborigines, 
variously cnlled Mlao, Yao, Tung and 
Chuang. Those tribes have so Inter- 
married with the Chinese that they 
have adopted most of the latter's cus- 
toms. Including mode of dress, but re- 
tain their own form of speech, which, 
though monosyllabic. Is still quite dis- 
tinct from the Chinese language. 

Some of these tribesmen are met 
with In groat nuiuhors along the road 
lending to TinKllnkal. The scenery 
along this route is beautiful. Indeed, 
writes a Lluchowbu correspondent o^ 
tlie North Darby Mali. In places one 
nnist walk for hours high up on the 
mountain side, while HO feet helow 
rushes o foaming mountain stream. 
The valley Is narrow and on either 
Hide tower huge granite mountains, 
wooded almost to tho s\nnmlt with a 
stunted growth of flr, while far below 
by the gurgling stream the slender 
bamboos grouping shyly together, bend 
gracefully over the rushing waters, 
the path Is a tortuous one, winding In 
nnd out round tho many bends. Here 
and tliere a Immestead can bo seen 
gunrdlng n small section of terraced 
paddy Oelds, while to secure Irrigation 



to his little farm the Ingenious settler 
has to run hollow bamboo pipes from 
11 mountain spring, thus conveying the 
crystal water to his home flrst, and 
then from terrace to terrace all the 
way down the mountain side. Irrigat- 
ing each small field. 

These people belong to the Yao 
tribe. They have no written language 
of their own. Those who Imve bad 
tiny schooling whatever have studied 
the Chinese characters and can speak 
11 broken Mandarin as well as their 
own dialect. The dress of the mon Is 
like that of the Chlne.se. but the wom-

to see them so frightened at us who 
were their friends, and yet anuisod 
at their "mpld transit", and tho speyd 
with which they vanlnhcd from view. 

When wcToached the summit of the 
mountain, we stood and "viewed the 
landBCupe o'er." East, west, north and 
south, the lofty mountains rose, range 
lieyond range, as far as the eye could 
see, while the river wo had just left 
behind could be seen here and there, 
threading Its serpentine way In and 
out among the foothills. 

•\Ve had begun the descent when 
"Old Plum," the coolie who carrtvd my 
baggage, while walking round a corner 
on the narrow path, staggered, lost Ids 
balance and fell down the embank- 
ment. Man, suitcase; bedding and 
basket In a tangled mass, went slid- 
ing down the mountainside. It looked 
ns If "Old Plum" had n "through tick- 
et" until he slid against n clump of 
bushes which brought him to a sud- 
den stop. Hero the coolie crawled 
out from under bis burden and looked 
pltvlngly up at us for help. What a 
sight 1 His trousers, not being accus- 
tomed to that mode of travel, had 
given way; and with sevornl small 
bruises on his shins, and his face cov- 
ered with grlmo and dirt, he was In- 
deed an object of pity. Fortunately 
he was not much hurt, and with the 
assistance of tho other carriers be was 
soon on the patli and away with his 

load. 

Among the Tung Tribes. • 
Upon reaching the mountain base 
we found a compact village nestling 
among the foothills. The people be- 
longed to another tribe, tho Tangs, 
who. like their neighbors, the Vaos, 
have their homes among the tribe. 
The homes the people lived In were 
all two-story dwellings. The ground 
floor was used us n cow stable or pig 
sty. while the people themselves oc- 
cupy the rooms above. 

The women wear black kilts. These 
are made with numerous Hue tucks. 
varying In width and number accord- 
ing to tho amount of cloth on hand at 
tho time of making. Their limbs were 
also bound with the same goods or en- 
cased In cloth loggings. Their wrists 
and ankles were ornnmented with sil- 
ver rings, while other rings varying In 
size and numbering from one to live 
were hanging around their necks. 
Their sallorliko blouses were fastened 
In the front with bright glass or brass 
buttons, and their feet were adorned 
with pretty homemade shoos that 
turned up ut tho toes. 

The journey to the city of Kuchow 

was uneventful. Our road wns on an 

ascending scale, each day climbing

Flrit Sight of a White Man, 
On one occasion while traveling In 
their district wo had an amusing ei- 
perlence. After traversing the com- 
paratively level road from LInhsl to 
shnnlh we entered a wilder, more 
sparsely populated aectUm of the coun- 
try, where the most ordinary food^ 
such ns rice and native vegetables, be- 
came our staple faro. We rcaehed a 
small village about noon, and after 
partaking of some red-colored rice and 
some greens we coutlnuod our Jour- 
ney westward. Our path now led ua 
up n high mountain, and for some ten 
11 or more we gradually ascended, 
when, coming suddenly around a beud 
In the road, we met a number of abo- 
riginal women who Ayere out on the 
mountain gathering fuel. 

They had never seen a white man 
before and evidently did not care to 
see much of one now. For a moment 
they stood In ama/.ement and looked 
nt us, but only for a moment; then 
they diiHhcd oa' tho road and down the 
nuumtain side like frightened deer, 
nud were soon out of sight among tho 
wild grass and scrubby !ir trees. Wo

The Dcutschland returned to Its 
dock here at 0:15 a. m. 

An. eddy caused the accident, ac- 
cording to Capt. Harry Baker of Ihe 
tug Cnssle, the other convoy ot the 
suhnmrlne. The Cassie was traveling 
about half a mile astern of the 
Deutschlnnd, while the Scott and the 
submarine were moving almost 
abreast. The sea was calm, Captain 
Baker said, and conditions were uor- 
mul. The Scott carried the usual 
Hghts, but the Deutschlnnd had only 
Its headlight and two side lights. The 
tide was running almost full and when 
about seven ndles west of llace rock 
they struck an eddy, which twUted 
them about and out of controU Then 
they came together. Ue heard tlie 
crash. 

Captain Baker said that when the 
collision occurred he at once headed 
for the spot. On arriving there he 
saw Captain Olnsch In the water and 
took 1dm on board the Cassle. Earlier 
reports had It that Illnsch had been 
rescued by the Ueulschland. 

Henry 0. Illlken of Baltimore, pres- 
ident of the Eastern Forwarding com- 
pany, said thai so fur as he knew the 
only damage the Deutschlnnd suITered 
was a twisted stem. It was learned 
later, however, that the undersea bout 
has In its bow at least one hole about 
twenty Inches square. A portable 
forge was taken down to the pier and 
the hole Is being patched. 

Capt. \V. A. I'oncs, shore sirtierln- 
tendent of the Scott conipnuy. In 
charge of the repalr.s. said the 
Dcutschland ndglit be ready to leave 
within two or throe days. 
Captain Koenig of tlie Dcutschland 
' appeared pale and shaken as he 
stepped ashore from his vessel on Its 
return. He refused to talk about the 
collision. 

"The accident Inipponed all In n 
minute," according to a member of the 
Deutschlnnd's crew, who talked brief- 
ly about It. The tug. he said, got in 
front of Ihe submarine and the 
Deutschland struck It In the stern, 
lifting It so far out of the water that 
the tug's nose went under. " 

The Dcutschland drew out of Ita 
pocket at the pier of the Eastern For- 
warding company at 1 .-yo o'clock in 
the morning, accompanied by tlie *ugs 
T. A. Scott, Jr., and tlie Alert of the 
T. A. Scott Wrecking company, sub- 
agents of the Eastern Forwarding 
company. It carried a cargo valued 
at .$2,000,000, consisting of nickel, rub- 
ber and silver bars.

1113 goddess of the lloinnn Imrvest was Ccrus. Ilor festival 
was celobratod unnually and was called Ccralln. It was a day 
of worship and nisllc sports. Men and women formed pro- 
cessions and went to the ilelds with music. Virgil refers to this 
festival. Ho mentions the sacrifices timt were offered In the 
temples, and alliidea to the Joyousnesa of the occasion. Hut 
Iloman tlmnksglvlng days were not confined to this annual 
celebration of the festival of Ceralln. Sometimes they were 
held In commcmorntlon of victorious martial campaigns. Plu- 
tarch .tolls us of the emperor who to conceal Ills defeat ordered 
a thanksgiving, which was observed. Then when the facta of 
hia disastrous canipaltcn became generally known, he excuaed 
.himself on the ground lliat he did not "wish to dei)rlve the people of a day 
of enjoyment." 

In (nio way or another, a thankHglvInp day has hoen obaerved la 
Christian ICuropo for centuries before Its celebration In Now England. On 
the continent, and for a ilme In Knghind, It occurred at Martlnums, which 
was a dny of feasting and drlnUlhg. Occasionally, too, civil authorities rcconi- 
mcnded the observance of eoaio fixed day. To celebrate the victory of King 
Ilenry V of England, at Aglncoin-t, October liH, 1415, a public thanksgiving 
was hein on Sunday, the feast of St. Edward, the King and Confessor. Such 
n day, too, was observed In Leyden, IlnUnnd, October 3, 1575, tlie first anni- 
versary of that city from the siege by the Spaniards. 

Many Instances of n tlmnksglvlng day can be pointed out In England 
during tho sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. In 1550, the second year of 
Ellzabetir.s reign. Thanksgiving day entered Tlogatlon day. Then It was 
ordered that thiinka should he given to Almighty God "for the Increase and 
abundance of his fruits upon the earth." In this reign, too, there was a 
groat national thanksgiving day that is worthy of note. This occurred 
Tuesday, November 10, inns, and was In comniomoratlon of the great victory 
over the "Invlnelblo Armada." 

One legal and annual tlianksglving day, because of the long lime It was 
such, desorvea special mention. After the traitors In the Gunpowder plot 
had been tried and punished In 1005. It was* ordered that because of their 
deliverance tho English people should keep the fifth of November every year 
"as a public thanksgiving day to Almighty God; that unfeigned thankfulness 
nuiy never be forgotten, and that all ages to come may yield praises to God's 
divine nuijesty for tho same." The "fifth of November" continued a legal 
thanksgiving day for more than two centuries; but In later years It fell into 
disu.se, and In 1833 was abolished by parliament. 

Long Ijefore the advent of the I'llgrlms In Mas.sachusetts,- nil rltimls 
coatalnod expressions of gratitude to God for his mercies. In that oC the 
Church nf England, special prayers were provided for the Sunday service. 
This service, however, must he carefidly distinguished from the Thank.sglv- 
ln"g dny of the Vllgr^m fathers. Failure to make this distinction has led to 
tho groundless claim that the Popbani colonists wore "tlie first to keep 
Thanksgiving day" in America. Tho service at Monhegrm, on which this 
claim is based, was the rogidar Sunday service of the Churcli of England; 
and while it had an element of thanksgiving, tho day can In nowise be re- 
garded ns a tlmnksglvlng day as that term Is understood. 

The record nuide In Ida "Breeches IJlble" by William White, who cnmo 
over in tlio JInyfiowor, has far more significance In determining tlie origin 
of our American Thanksgiving day than the event at Monbegan, Tlie record 
read: "William White married on ye 3rd day of Mnrch, 1020, to Susannah 
Tilly, Peregrine Wldte born on board ye Jlayfiowcr In Cape Cod Ilarbor. 
Sonne born' to Susannah White 10th ye six o'clock morning. Next day wc 
meet for prayer and thanksgiving." Tills meeting "for prayer and thanlcs- 
glvlng" was not on Sunday, hut on Tuesday. The fact that it was not a part 
of tlio regidar Sunday service makes It more nearly accord with our Idea 
of Thanksgiving dny than does tho Monhegnn event, 

Tlic prototype of our present Thanksgiving dny la found in the harvest 
festival at Plymouth In 1021. Tho long winter that followed the establlab- 
mont of the colony had been so severe that less tlmn lialf the settlors had 
survived It. "At one time during the winter only Brewster, Standlsh, and 
five other hanly ones were woll enough to get about." In tiie spring and 
smnmer that followed, their fortunes Improved, and by autumn they had 
cleared 20 acres and made it ready for cultivation. This Industry, too, had 
been rewarded by a hoimtoous imrvest. Now food and fuel sufilcloat for 
tlio needs of the approaching winter were Inld In. Then Governor Bradford 
ordered a thanksgiving— the first In America. 

The first thaaksglvlag was not for a dny only. It continued a week. 
In a letter to a friend In England, Edward Wlnslow has given ns a brief 
account of tI»o festivities. This letter liears date of December 11, and in It 
Wlnslow wrote: "Our harvest being gotten in, our Governor sent four men 
on fowling that so we ndght after special manner rejoice together after we 
had gathered the fruits of our labors. They killed as much fowl as with 
n Ilttlo lielp beside served tho company about a week: At which times 
nmong other recreations we exercise our arms, many of ^he Indians condag 
amongst us, and among the rest their greatest king, Massasoyt, witli some 
ninety men, whom for three days we entertained and feasted, and they went 
out and killed five deer which they brought and bestowed on our Governor 
and upon tho captains and others." 

The records amite no mention of a tlmnksglvlng day In the next year, 
i)Ut In the voar following, 1023, such a dny waa held. This, however, was not 
in the autumn, but In -Tidy on the arrival of provisions from lilngland. Nearly 
50 years pass before we hear of another thnnkSRivlng day at Plymoutli. 
There was one in lOOS, and another for the accession of the Orange Stuarts, 
William and Mary, In lOSO. An autumnal thanksgiving was held in 1000, tho 
last in the Idstory of Plymouth colony. 

Independently of Plymouth, Massachusetts Bay coloay had occasionally 
its own thanksgrvhn: days.' There was s\u:b n day for the "safe arrival Of 
ships," July S. 1030; and again the next February, when the provision ship, 
Audirose, arrived. In 1032, the general court ordered n "publlnue" thanks- 
giving dny In recognition of tho "m'cy of Gnd vouchsafod to the churches 
of God In Goramny and the Pallatlnnte." Tho next year the court, because 
of the bountiful Imrvest. appointed October 10 as a thanksgiving day— the 
first harvest festival in the Idstory of the colony. By 10.SO the autumnal 
thanksgiving had become an annual festival. No doubt In Its games and 
sports It took tlie place of the English Christmas, for until comparatively 
recent date all that savored of Home and the episcopacy was held In dis- 
favor in Massaehusetts. . 

During the llevolutlon Thanksgiving day became national. All through 
the war,^'c(mgre.ss anmially set apart a dny for thanksgiving; but after tho 
"Thaid^sglvlng for Peace" in 17S3, there were no more until Wa,sidngtnn 
became president In 17S0. On October 3 of this year at New York he Issued 
a proclamation asking the oliaorvance of Thursday. Novendier 20, as a day 
for national thanksgiving. This was tlie beginning of the orthodox "last 
Thursday" that has since been named in presidential proclanmtlnns. By 
tills time the festival had general ofilclnl recognition throutdiout New Eag- 
laad, and in tlila year, 17S0, the Protestaat Episcopal. prayer liooka recognized 
the authority of civil government In the appointing of tlianksgivlug days. 
The cidef dlfforencea bntweeii the two was the want of ceremony at Ply- 
mouth that cliaracterlKcd the Eni^lish festival. In some parts of England 
the merry-making waa around the "noddlngshoaf," or "kern Iiaby;" and In 
liiauy placea the last load oC tlio harvest waa drawn to the liani in a wagon 
called the "hoch cart." In front went pipe and tabor, and around It gath- 
ered tho reapers, male and female, singing joyously as they proceeded. At 
Plymouth there was no ceremony.
